Wrecked Off Oregon; 
Seven Rescued 


Hope Abandoned for Those 
Who Refused to Leave 
the Steamer

MARSHFIELD (Or.) Dec. 16.— 
The steamer C. A, Smith, bound 
for Los Angeles with 1,500,000 feet 
of lumber, struck on the atuh- 


merged rocks of the North Jetty © 


at the entrance to Coos Bay Har- 


bor this morning, and will be a 


total loss. 

Eight or ten men of the crew 
were lost when a lifeboat was cap- 
sized as it was being lowered tnto 
the water. 3 

Seven of the crew of twenty- 
four were taken off the vessel by 
Capt. Jensen of the Coast Guard, 
who reached the stranded craft in 
a lifeboat. Others of the crew re- 
fused to leave the vessel because 
of the high seas breaking, and to- 
night still were aboard the craft. 
Five men could be seen from shore 
clinging to the surf-torn steamer. 


WATCHERS HELPLESS 
The disaster to men who were 
in the boat which capsized could 
be seen by the watchers from the 
shore, but because of the rough 
seas nothing could be done to ef- 


fect a rescue. The steamer’s life- 
boat capsized as it was being low- 
ered from the side of the C. A. 
Smith, and the men were hurled 
into the boiling seas at the ves- 
sel's side. 

A second attempt by the Coast 
Guard crew to reach the wrecked 
steamer, which lay half-buried in 
the huge combers which swept 
over it constantly, was ineffectual. 
Early this afternoon an attempt 
was made to shoot a line aboard 
the wrecked vessel from the steam- 
er Cleone, but the line fell short. 

As night fell, watchers on the 
shore virtually abandoned hope of 
saving the men aboard the Smith, 
as it was plainly seen that the ves- 
sel could not he with the 
great seas pounding her.

Records Lost a Earthquake

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.— 
Through arrangements with the 
Secretary of the Interior a com- 
plete set of the Official Gazettes 
of the Patent Office containing all 
patents issued by the United States 
government will be furnished to 
the Japanese. 

Destruction of a magnificent new 
patent office, completed by the 
Japanese Government in January, 
1923, by the earthquake with the 
loss of all the files of patents tis- 
sved by foreign governments in- 
cluding the United States led to 
a request for a new set of records 
by the Japanese Ambassador at 
Washington.

Arrange- 
ments are being made by the 
United States Patent Office to fur- 
nish the Japanese government for 
the use of its patent office a com- 
plete set of the Official Gazette 
of the United States Patent Office, 
which has been issued weekly 
since 1872. An effort ts also be- 
mg made to furnish the Japanese 
Patent Office with copies of print- 
e]1 United States patents.

“The Germans — the dozens of 
millions of gold marks — the re-

“The situation is plain to every- 
one here who is occupied with 
finance. The Germans primarily 
organized an evasion of capital to 
escape the payment of reparations. 
The entry into the Ruhr defeated 
this scheme because the French 
and the Belgians assured them- 
selves of guarantees superior to 
the missing capital. 


OCCUPATION CHANGED IT 


“From the very day of the oc- 
cupation of Essen they had not 
the least financial interest in ex- 
porting their money. 

“Logically, they should have 
brought it back. But I shall give 
you some edifying figures relative 
to the shipment of German gold 
to the United States. For the first 
nine months of 1921, $2000; for 
the same period of 1922, $13,642; 
for the same period of the present 
year, $5,614,415, or more than 
20,000 times as much as only two 


years ago. 

“What is the object of these 
shipments of gold? The purchase 
of cotton and copper, which are 
the most important raw materials 
for the manufacture of powder 
and shells. This year Germany 
has bought one-eighth more cotton 
in the United States than has En- 
giand. She has lIiterally raided 
both the cotton and copper mar- 
keta, and has taken options on 
huge supplies for future delivery. 


BUYS THE BEST 

“It is stipulated in all the con- 
tracts that all material supplied 
shall be of the first quality. It is 
to be remarked that today Ham- 
burg is buying cotton superior to 
that supplied Manchester and at 
the same time there is an abso- 
lute dearth in the manufacture of 
cotton cloth in Germany. The 
precise réason has been Germany 
now is rapidly and thoroughly pre- 
paring against every emergency by 
which she might not win the next 
war. I do not tnsinuate, I affirm, 
that Germany intends the next 
war to be as short as possible and 
that after the first great battle she 
will be able to show such great 
reserves of munitions as will pre- 
vent other powers from interven- 
ing against her and will enable 
her to make peace on her own 
terms.” 

The following dialogue which 
eccurred during a recent ride in 
Germany not only presents to my 
mind a correct impression of the 
present-day state of the German 
mind, but also unpleasantly re- 
ealls the sinister picture of the 
imperial Germany of bygone days. 
when every effort was directed to- 
ward “the day.” The fellow trav- 
eler In my compartment addressed 
this question to a citizen of Stutt- 
gart: “Why does one find no cot- 
ton goods in Germany when it ap- 
pears you are now buying a great 
amount of cotton in the United 
States?’ 

Another traveler who had not 
before opened his lips interrupted. 
He was of the solemn professor 
type with the usual heavy eye- 
giasses. He said: “My dear sir. 
it is-quite true that we_are buyers 
of cotton, but, never mind what 
we are manufacturing.” . 

The others did not insist. 

We understood. As I have stated, 
this is not a Christmastide story, 
but merely a story for reflection 
while the Yule log brightly blazes.

Many State laws, however, spe- 
cifically exempt agricultural work 
from some, if not all, of the pro- 
visions. Four States name spe- 
cific provisions regarding the em- 
ployment of children in agricultur- 
al work. Neither includes work in 
the beet fields under the eight- 
hour and night-work provisions of 
ite child labor laws, and Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania require 
special permits to excuse children 
from school. 


CALIFORNIA 


While at least twenty States for- 
bid the employment of children un- 
der 14 during schvol hours in “any 
gainful occupation,” the tendency 
has been to ignore the application 
of these laws to farm work. Cali-- 
fornia is the only State providing 
special schools for the children of 
migratory workers. 

‘Ihe result, predicted by the 
Children's Bureau after investiga- 
tion conducted in different areas, 
declare that children from 6 to 14 
are working in alarming numbers 
not only on home farms, but as 
hired laborers, dropping in conse- 
quence from one to six years be- 
hind their grades in school.

First news of two of the most 
unusual and thrilling rescues ever 
effected in the ice-bound Arctic 
was brought to Los Angeles Har- 
bor yesterday by the U.8.8. Al- 
gonquin, United States Coast Guard 


cutter, adding another absorbing 
chapter te the never-ending ro- 
mance of the coast guard service 
in Alaskan waters. The Algon- 
quin is here for winter station 
and complete overhaul after com- 
pleting a 19,000-mile patrol cruise 
in seven months up under the 
Arctic Circle. 

She herself brought the news 
of her rescue of eleven gold min- 
ers and their families from Kotze- 
bue Sound, on the North Alaska 
coast, after they had been ma- 
rooned by the Arctic winter. News 
of their plight reached the Al- 
gonquin through the act of one 
of their number in hiking 100 
miles over the mountains to the 
nearest telegraph station. 


NEAR STARVATION 

The stranded argonauts, near 
starvation when the Algonquin 
reached them, had to be trans- 
ported eleven miles itn smal! boats 
to the Algonquin, the ice and reefs 
of Kotzebue Sound preventing the 
craft from reaching them. 

The Algonquin reached Nome 
with the eleven families on Octo- 
ber 28 and immediately headed 
south for winter quarters—already 
having overstayed her season. But 
shortly after getting underway 
radio distress signals were picked 
up from the Japanese steamer 
Shinkoku Maru, reporting herself 
with a broken tall shaft and help- 
less In a@ storm in latitude 61 
north, longitude 162 west. The Al- 
gonqguin reached her on November 
4, got a line aboard and started 
against the gale for St. Paul, Alas- 
Ka. 
November 7 the hawser parted 
twice under the tremendous strain 
of the 10,000-ton freighter, finally 
disabling the towing machinery 
and towing rail of the Algonquin 
so seriously that she was forced 
to cast off and radio for assista- 


ance. 
SHIP TOTAL LOSS 


A week later the tug Numacon- 
ma reached the scene from Seat- 
tle, but after fighting the storm 
for twelve days and night, the 
1500-horse-power tug was herself 
sel. That night’ the 
tacue Island, a total! loss. 

During her record cruise the 
Algonquin operated from 


Bristol Bay and westward to Attu, 
the very tip of the Aleutian Islands 
chain, and the westermost con- 
tiguous possession of the United 
States.

MOTORLESS PLANE SUCCESS 


Creatt Students te Expected to: 


Some of the most successful 
flights ever made were conducted 
yesterday. The glider, towed at 
the end of a steel line behind an 
automobile, is carried to a height 
of 200 feet, where the line is 
dropped, and then glides to earth. 
The pilot manages his craft by 
simple airplane controls, and can 
handle turning and banking and 
landing with apparent ease. 

Walter Claverie, who took up 
flying at North Island in 1912, and 
who during the war was a civilian 
flying instructor, is pilot of the 
Tal, as the new glider is called. 
The plane was built by Louis 
Kiesling and Gerard Vultee, Tech 
students, under direction of Prof. 
A. A. Merrill, head of the depart- 
ment of aeronautics and aerody- 
namics at the California Institute 
of Technology. The letters of the 
/name, Tai, stand for Tech Aero 
'Laboratory. Mr. Claverie did all

| The Tal is forty feet fiom tip 
to tip of wing, twenty feet from 
front to rudder and has a win 
depth of four and one-half feet.

TWO FLYERS DIE 
IN SKY TRAGEDY 


Army Reserve Aviators Are 
Killed in Fall 


Santa Monica Crowd Sees 
Nose Dive to Earth 


War Formation Spectacle 
Starts Death Flight 


- Two air reserve aviators were 
killed yesterday at Clover Field, 
Santa Monica, when their plane, in 
which they were making a short 
practice flight, crashed from 
feet up. The pair met their death 
on the eve of the twentieth anni- 
versary of heavier-than-air flight. 

William D. Fowler, 26 years of

were the victims of the accident. 
Fowler died in the ambulance on 
the way to Veterans’ Hospital at 
Sawtelje, and Lightfoot as he was 
placed on the operating table. 

Fowler had had about 200 hours 
flying experience, according to 
Lieut. C. C. Moseley, with no pre- 
vious accidents, and was regarded 
as a careful pilot. Lightfoot joined 
the reserve corps only ten days 
ago. Fowler had been flying since 
1918, joining the Aviation Corps 
during the World War. — 


CRASHES TO GROUND 

They were flying an army Curtiss 
plane powered with a 150 horse- 
power Wright motor and were 
making a banking turn north of 
Clover Field to make a landing. 
According to Lieut. Moseley’s ac- 
count of the crash, their plane 
had insufficient speed, slipped and 
went into a spin. It crashed nose- 
first to earth and was demolished 
completely. 

The wreckage did not catch fire, 
however, and the two aviators 
were pulled out, still breathing, 
but unconscious. 

The crash was in a fle just 
north of Clover Field, 400 feet 
from the road which forms the 
north boundary of the air-reserve 
headquarters. It was seen by 
many reserve aviators, who had 
assembled at the field for prac- 
ticéd in formation flying, and by 
the usual Sunday crowd of civil- 


PROGRAM CONTINUED 


The fiying program was carried 
out despite the accident, five planes 
rising in squadron formation a 
short time after the wreckage was 
cleared up. 

Lieut: Moseley declared thé ac- 
eident was no fault of the plane. 
This, he said, had been inspected 
thoroughly before the flight was 
see and was in first-class condi- 
tion. 

The accident was the second 
only since the air reserve was es- 
tablished on the Coast. The re- 
serve has been singularly free 
from fatalities. 

Lieut. Fowler held a commission 
in the Air Service during the World 
War. At the close of the war he 
joined the Aviation Reserve Corps 
and had been flying frequently at 
Clover Feld. He was employed at 
the Parmelee-Dohrmann company. 
He leaves a widow. BSergt. Light- 
foot was not married, according to 
the records at Clover Field.

At preliminary conferences at 
the City Hall it was tentatively 
estimated that the total cost of 
the viaducts, including relocating 
of railroad tracks on both sides 
of the Los Angeles River, wonld 
be between $5,000,000 and $8,000,- 
000, and that each of the inter- 
ested parties would pay an equal 
share of the cost, although the 
pro rata for each viaduct would be 
different. The Los Angeles Rail- 

ay, for example, would not use 
the Aliso-street viaduct and prob- 
ably would not use the Ninth- 
street viaduct for years to come. 
The cost of the rallroad track re- 
location work, it is estimated, will 
alone be $1,200,000, 

The application to the  Ralil- 
road Commission for a ruling di- 
viding the expense for the via- 
ducts will be signed by the Santa 
Fe and Union Pacific (Salt Lake) 
Railroads, Los Angeles and Pa- 
cific Electric Street Railways, and 
the county and city governments. 
The city government's share of 
the expense, as decided by the 
Rallroad Commission, will be 
financed from a $2,000,000 bond 
issue authorized at the city elec- 
tion on June 6, last.

New Return Form Prepared 
for Wage Earners 


Both Simple end 
Declares Collector 


Affects 68 Per Cent of Those 
Who Have to File 


The new simplified income tax 
\form, Just approved by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, now about ready 
for delivery, in the opinion of Col- 
lector of Internal Fievenue Good- 
cell will make it as easy for the 
salaried or wage-earning taxpayer 
to prepare his return as to write 
a check. 

Statistics indicate that 68 per 
cent of the returns filed show 
net incomes of $5000 or leas, de- 
rived chiefly from salaries and 
wages. This means that apprvxi- 
mately 4,500,000 taxpayers in the 
nation will be able to use the sim- 
plified returns. . 

The new form has been  de- 
signed to meet the almost univer- 
sal criticism that the old blanrs 
were so complicated that it ré- 
quired the services of a lawyer 
or an expert accountant to fill 
one out.

Assured by Collector Goodecell of 
prompt service in furnishing the 
necessary forms, taxpayers need 
experience no delay in the filing 
of their income-tax returns for 
"1923.

BRITSSH 1.ABOR UNIONS» | 
Despite the gain in membership of 
the British Labor party in the recent Par- 
liament elections, the trade-union movement 
in Great Britain has become a retrograde 
movement. In other words, the British 
trade unions, Mike the American labor 
unions, are slowly but surely losing their" 
grip on the working classes. i 

At the last Trade-Union Congress in En- 
something of a sensation.

According to the secretary's report, the 
membership in the British unions was 
2,300,000 in 1913. In 1921 it had increased 
to 6,400,000. Last year it had fallen to 
5,100,000; and this year’s report showed 4 
membership of but 4,369,000. During the 
last year three old members dropped out 
for every new member secured. 

That loss of 1,000,000 members a year is 
very distressing to the British trade unions, 
For three months before the annval meet- 
ing their leaders had conducted a nation- 
wide “back-to-the-unions” campaign. But 
this drive netted less than 1000 new mem- 
bers 


Various explanations and excuses for this 
loss of membership were offered by the 
wnion-labor leaders. But they could not ex- 
plain away the fact that the membership 
in the unions was steadily decreasing, that 


ing rate and but few new members were 
being secured.

made the whole world sit up and 


take notice of him in “If Winter 
Comes.” I don't suppose Percy 
will ever have another easy film 
moment as long as he lives. And 
producers are rushing in to make 


poor hero suffers and suffers and 
suffers. 

Percy is be hounded again 
in “The Man t Lite Passed 
By,” down at Loew’s State. Victor 
Schertzinger wrote the stery and 
directed it, and Winifrea Dunn 
had a whack at the scenario. 

Interest is scattered by having 
too many angles to the story. It 
doesn't, thefefore, bulld up. It 
has its big poignant moment, or 
should have, but these are muffed, 
so that when the poor, persecuted 
hero is shot at last by an over- 
zealous servant in the house of 
the rich man who has robbed him 
of his inventions and ruined his 
wife, you think, “Well, 
ably it’s just as well to 
poor devil put out of his misery*‘”’ 

The story builds at the last for 
a happy ending—-when plunk, the 
hero is killed, and you feel a sort 
of shock to your artistic. as well 
as sympathetic, sensibilities, but 
no real regret. 

I thmk the hero character is 
basically wrong. Here is a young 
inventor with brains and charac- 


ter and determination enough to 


stick to an inventing job until he 
has made something revolutionary 
in the history of steel. But he 
hasn't. brains enough to take it to 
a lawyer to see about it's patent- 
ing, but takes it instead to a rich 
man, notorious for his crooked 
business meth 

And, though _ still 
full of character and bral 
though still full of youth, or at 
least no more than middle-aged, 
he drops all his tnventions and 
goes to work in a slum dive. 

All through he is shown mud- 
die-headed, ignoble and irresolute. 
He doesn't even have to take to 
drink to get this result. 

In “If Winter Comes,” the hero 
at least is actuated by high re- 
solves, over the head of the mul- 
titude: it is the world that is 
wrong, not the man. 

But in this picture no such spirit 
actuates the hero. He isn’t. worth 
writing a story about. All of a 
sudden, too, plunk! the heroine Is 
in love with him, hugging and kiss- 
ing him, for no reason whatever, 
and without any previous plant- 
ing of the growth of her love. 

But at least here is a rugged 
attempt to get away from sac- 
charinity, and to hit some of the 
pitiless verities of life. Here 
might, indeed, be said te be life 
with its inconsequence, 
trouble is life is 
must be sifted through the imag- 
ination of the genius before it be- 
comes art. 

And Schertzinger wasn't quite 
sure enough of himself. He had 
to play down too often to the ob- 
vious, to sentimentality, even to 
comedy relief. And how can we 
ever forgive his making the 
fiinty rich man reform? 

I cannot quite believe but that 
his —o was mangled somehow, 
maybe by the scenario writer. 
Next time, more freedom and bet- 
ter luck to him! I hope he will 
give us another one, with inter- 
est and drama more skillfully 
built. 

But how can I thank him 
enough for giving us at least such 
real characters—aside from the 
hero! Everybody in the picture 
is a real individual, and keeps in 
character all the while. And 
everybody is human—nobody real- 
ly entirely good, nobody entirely 
bad—just everybody muddling 
along in his own way, subject to 
his own limitations. Percy Mar- 
mont, of course, is magnificently 
natural with his subtlety, his vivid 
powers of drama. 

Jane Novak has lately found a 
new, fine freedom. She has lost 
her selfconsciousness, is deeply ap- 
pealing, poignantly sincere. She 
will be acclaimed one of the great 
ones ere long.

Cover with 
pastry, leaving a vent in the cen- 
ter, and bake in a moderate oven 
one and half hours. Serve in the 
same dish. 


BEETS SAUTED 

Cut boiled and peeled beets in 
even sized amall dice. Heat four 
tablespoons of butter in a saucepan, 
add the beets, sprinkle over 4 sea- 
soning of salt and pepper, a lit- 
tle sugar, and a few drops of lemon 
juice. Toss or stir 
thoroughly heated; pile the beets 
in a hot serving dish, sprinkle with 
finely chopped parsley, 
liked a few chopped mint leaves.

Beat four tablespoons of butter

To a person suffering with 
tuberculosis, it is of supreme im- 


nce. 
Pottenger in his book ‘“‘Tuber- 
culosis and How to Combat It,” 


writing of fresh air, states: “Indi- 
viduals who live in badly ventilated 
rooms with their bodies surrounded 
by stale air, lack nerve and mental 
stability as well as pleysical tone. 
They fail to digest and assimilate 
their food properly and conse- 
quently suffer from low state of 
vitality. Other conditions being 
equal, the converse is true of those 
who live in the open. Their cellu- 
lar activity is stimulative and their 
nerve and physical tone are greatly 
improved . . Open air should 
surround the patient with tubercu- 
losis for a large portion of each 
day. if his reacting 
sufficient to stand it; 
not, he should be sheltered some- 
what but still be supplied with 
moving alr . . If one who has 
lived in closed apartments is to be 
placed in the open in cold weather, 
he :must be prepared for it by 
suitable clothing, hot bottles and 
other devices, and should be sub- 
jected to the more stimulating con- 
ditions gradually.”
